Hannegan never recovered from © 
this exeprience and while refrain 
ing from excessive drinking be 
came a victim of a narcotic, which 
in the early hours following its usd 
restored his mind to its former 
brilliance, but after its use lefí 
depression and despondency. 

The end came in St. Louis where 
he was to make an important ad- 
dress to a large audience. Taking 
the usual dose to bring out his 
power as an orator, the man who 
introduced him took so long a 
period that when Ned rose to 
Speak, he raved and ranted. The! 
audience booed him off the stage 


te was found next morning dead 
rom a strong over-dose of the 
drug. For years he, had stated 
Haute but a note on the table by 
this bedside expressed his wish to 
be buried beside his wife in Terre 
Haute.

| HILE THE LEGISLATURE of 
"t the state created Vigo county, 
| they provided no means for paying 
|the expenses of the necessary of- 
jficers. It is doubtful if anyone duly 
elected or appointed to office ques- 
tioned the credit of the new county 
and its ability to pay their salaries 
and expenses. 

The proprietors of the town of 
Terre Haute, for some unaccount- 
able reason, made a very generous 
offer. There was no apparent com- 
petition by other localities for the 
jsite of the county seat, but the 

appropriation agreed upon put the 

county on its financial feet. 

| Their generosity provided the 
jo" county with some immediate 
| assets, but the public square was 
| not convertible into cash, the bonds 
| would not be due them for some 


I! time to come and the lots given 


|would have to be advertised for 
|sale, which would take time. How- 
ever, the $1,000 promised with- 
lin sixty days was paid a few hun- 
dred dollars at a time, and this 
was used for record books, printed 
| forms and other material with 
|which to set up the various of- 
|fices of county commissioners, 
Circult Court, road supervisor, and 
school superintendent, Some of the 
Officers were paid on a fee basis 
and some relics of the fee system 
still exist in Vigo county. 


Treasury Items. 


Lucius H. Scott had been elected 
| county agent, and to him all pay- 
| ments from licenses, the donation 
|money, and other sundry items 
| were made, which he in turn gave 
to Andrew Brooks, the county 
treasurer. Brooks opened a set of 
| books showing the receipts of 
money from various sources and 
|distributed it to a number of sep- 
jarate funds and kept a ledger ac- 
{count for each of these funds. 
| Scott did not turn the money 
jover to Brooks as he received it, 
|but made payme:its from time to 
|time. These, Brooks put into the 
proper fund, thus making its pos- 
|sible for the various departments 
‘of the county to function. From 
the time of the organization of the 
| county in 1818 until several years 
l| later there were several of these, 
ithe most important being the gen- 
eral fund, the seminary fund, the 
road fund and the public building 
fund. 
| Before May 20, 1819, the general 
| fund received $70, but after the 
sale of lots on the 20th, an addi- 
tional sum of $52.50 was received. 
| Scott also turned over the treas- 
urer the sum of $12,775.75, to- 
gether with the amount of the 
bonds, making a total amount of 
$16,548.75 which he charged to 
the treasurer. 
The seminary fund was opened 
? with the payment of $3 from an 
| unknown source, possibly a fine. 
There is also a note that $5 was 
paid for wolf scalps. The road 
j fund received.a payment of $353.94 
jand the public building fund re- 
‘ceived $876.6215. 


In balancing his books for the 


year, the treasurer reported that 


he had received $1,148.07 and had 
paid out $1,356.32, hence the coun- 
ly was indebted to him $270.57, 
which included his fee for services 
rendered. A rather remarkable 
situation, which has seldom if ever 
been repeated. 


The High Cost of Building. 


Andrew Brooks reported that the 
public building fund had received 
$5,687.1272 and had paid out 
$5,231, and after his fees were paid 
there was still a balance of 
$183.1712, and after the treasurer's 
fee had been deducted, Robert 
Sturgus, the new trustee was paid 
$124.65 by the county treasurer. 

At this time there were very few 
items of expense of any size ex- 
cept those pertaining to the build- 
ing of the new courthouse and 
county jail Very little bridge 
construction had been attempted 
as the creeks and other small 


d streams were easily forded and 


the crossing of the river was made 
by ferries. 
tures for the few bridges required.

streams were but small. However, 
as the size and cost of the bridges 
increased bridge construction took 
a rather heavy toll from the road 
fund. Such matters as the Wabash 
River bridges were of private con- 
struction for its toll charges. 


Further Income. 


The old account books show re- 
ceipts by the treasurer of $47.42 
for tavern licenses; $75.20 for store 
licenses; $35.50 from judgments 
and $20.00 fór writs, and $41.61 
for jury fees írom the clerk; 
$1,583.907/2 from the collector of 
taxes; $5.00 for a show license and 
$27.45 for a judgment against the 
treasurer himself, which he paid. 

A few years later these amounts 
had increased to $185.3415 for 
store licenses; $33.25 for tavern li- 
censes; $25.00 from grocery li- 
censes and $1,633.2834 from the 
collector while the record shows 
$10.00 from show licenses and 
$3.75 from estrays. 

When Farrington Was Treasurer. 

Many new sources of revenue 
have opened since Brooks was 
treasurer—articles to be taxed, 
license fees to be paid, trades and 
occupations had come into being 
and the increase in population and 
volume of business brought in- 
creasing revenues to the county. 
Judge Farrington served as treas- 
urer a little over four years and 


|was paid from a contingent fund 


for his services $410.72 to which 
was added $26.40 from the road 
fund. In addition there were cer- 
tain fees paid to the treasurer 
which are not recorded so that he 
alone at the time would have 
known the amount of his income 
from the office. Now, a century 
later there is stil lacking much 
of the same information from that 
office and a few other county 
offices. It should be remem- 
bered that his receipts, though ri- 
diculously small as seen so far 
away, were probably sufficient to 
pay for all the services rendered. 
Perhaps, unlike present day cir- 
cumstances, those far-off treasur- 
ers were able to earn from outside 
Sources far more revenue than that 
paid by the county. It is possible 
that Judge Farrington had a dep- 
uty whom he paid out of his own 
pocket, but again it is possible 
that his duties as treasurer re- 
quired only part time service. 
His allowances were about on a 
par with those of the other offi- 
cials who served the growing 
county, for Thomas Pound, as late 
as 1838 and 1839 served 35 days 
in the two years as county com- 
missioner for $70. A year later 
Ebenezer- Paddock rendered 10 
days service for $20 and from the 
opening of the court to a late day, 
the salary of an associate judge 
was but the same two dollars a 
day and but few days at that.

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First Session Of Vigo Courts 
Held On Truman Blackman Farm 


By A. R. MARKLB,) AN 4 6 1955 
dc^ :

Burkle 
Said there is no evidence of foul 
play. 

A spokesman at Union Hospi- 
tal, where the body was taken, 
said a decision on whether to 
perform an autopsy would de- 
pend on approval from Mrs.

Find Body 

The Judge’s lifeless body was 
found at the side of his bed 
about 9:45 a.m.

"The continuing confusion 
surrounding nomination and 
election of the two new county 
court judges is disquieting,” a 
candidate commented last 
week. 

One aspect of the problem can 
be “put to rest” with the help of 
the State Election Board (SEB). 
County Clerk Leland Larrison, 
who serves as secretary of the 
Vigo County Election Board, 
has written the SEB for 
guidance on the matter. He 
hopes for a prompt reply. 

But time is growing short. 
Filing for the May 4 primary 
opens Thursday, Feb. 19 and 
ends at noon, Monday, March 
15. Candidates for the two new 
judgeships don't know for 
certain whether they'll run at 
large, with the two top 
votegetters in each party 
winning nomination, or if 
separate contests will be held 
for Division 4 and Division 5.

office. 

He must also file a certificate 
with the clerk of the Circuit 
Court certifying he is a member 
in good standing of the bar. 

An additional statement of 
economic interest must be filed 
with the state commission on 
judicial qualifications by 
justices, judges and prosecuting 
attorneys and by candidates for 
these offices. 

The county court judges 
receive annual salaries of

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Need for more 
public d defenders 


seen in Vigo

Vigo County currently lacks 
a full complement of public 
defenders, officials report, and! 
the situation may get worse: 
before it gets better. 

Three of five public defen» 

| ders have recently tendered 
their resignations to the Vigp 
Superior Court. 

With about 120 felony cas es 
presently assigned to their of- 
fice, the two remaining pubic 
defenders will each have ora 
and a half times the maximutn 
case load recommended by fexi- 
eral guidelines, which is 40. 

Robert F. Hellmann is tihe 
latest public defender to resijzn. 
He will remain through Febru- 
ary. Dester L. Bolin Jr. will be 
on the job another week or so. 
William K. Teeguarden left liate 
last fall. 

The Superior Court juchzes 
are expected to make at least 
one concurrent appointnaent 
shortly. 

Recently, a few of Bolin's 
and Hellmann's cases have 
been reassigned to Wiliam 
Smock and Benjamin F. 
Crawford. Both Bolin and 
Hellmann will, however. folllow 
through on several cases which 
are presently in the appeals 
process. 

Locally, the public deferders 
handle about 80 percent of the 
criminal work in the ‘seven 
courts — Vigo Superior Court 
Divisions 1, 2 and 3 (Circuit 
Court); County Courts 4 and 5; 
Terre Haute City Cour and 
Juvenile Court. 
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The reductions in staff and 
high case loads, not tlhe pay 
particularly, were cited by 
Bolin and Hellmann as their 
primary reasons for leaving. 
One did say, though, that he's 
been spending about 80 percent 
of his time for about 30 percent 
of his income. 

Bolin considers the load is 
“somewhat stabilized" at pres- 
ent, recalling that when, he was 
named chief public defender 
more than two years ago, there 
was .a “terrific backlog” of 
about 300 pending felonies. 
While the total number: is con- 
siderably less now, it could 
increase sharply, if, for in- 
stance, the police conducted a 
big drug raid and made a lot of 
arrests, Bolin pointed out. 

He noted also that the public 
defenders have been criticized 
for ‘‘too many depositions” and 
“too many investigations." 

Bolin commented wryly that 
if Vigo County paid the min- 
imum federal minimum for a 
public defender's hamdling of a 
murder case, “it would come 
close to breaking the bank.” 
The public defender's tried sev- 
eral murder cases im 1977. 

He added that it was easier to 
trim money from the public 
defender's budget and make 
funds available for other areas 
of the judicial system. 
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With the new diversion pro- 
' gram for alcohol and drug of- 
fenders underway, one public 
defender position can be 
eliminated, saving the county 
the $12,500 salary, Court Ad- 
ministrator John O'Neal noted, 
in an analysis of projected costs 
and revenues. 

Before court restructuring in 
1975, and the establishment of 
county courts in 1976 to replace 
justice of the peace courts, the 
public defenders had to cover 
only three courts — circuit. city 
and juvenile. 

Anticipating the increased 
workloads, Circuit Court Judge 
C. Joseph Anderson had begun 
to “beef up" the public defen- 
ders staff before the court 
changes went into effect, Bolin 
said. 

With more courts, scheduling 
problems have increased, not 
only for the spread-thin public 
defenders, but for others as 
well — notably the offices of 
the prosecutor, sheriff and 
clerk. 

The basic cast for a 
defendant's court appearance 
includes the defendant, who in 
Some cases has to be brought 
over from the jail by a deputy 
sheriff. who remains in the 
courtroom: a prosecutor; de- 
fense counsel; the judge, court 
reporter, bailiff and clerk. 

If a trial is in progress, the 
public defender and prosecutor 
are “tied up" and can't easily 
be excused to go to some other 
court for another hearing on 
another of their assigned cases. 

Before the restructuring of 
circuit and superior courts, 
only circuit had criminal juris- 
diction and the circuit court 
judge appointed public defen- 
ders. Since Vigo Superior Court 
was established, the three 
judges, acting concurrently, 
have made those appointments, 
usually after consultation with 
the two county court judges. 
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Indiana Gov. Otis R. owen 
has ratified the appointment of 
56 judges to serve in the new. 
county court system created by ' 
the 1975 General Assembly to 
replace Justice of the Peace 
courts. | 

Terre Haute attorneys Robert 
Howard Brown and Herbert

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change in high court selections

Reaction by local judges was mix- 
ed Friday to a House-passed measure 
that could return selection of Indiana 
Supreme Court and appeals court 
judges to partisan politics. 

The measure passed by the House 
Thursday calls for a statewide, non- 
binding referendum in November 1984 
on whether there should be direct 
election of higher court judges. Since 
1970, higher court judges have been 
chosen by the governor from nomi- 
nees selected by a commission. 

Each higher court judge must win 
approval by a majority of the voters 
every 10 years. Voters are asked, 
simply, whether a judge should be 
retained in office — yes or no. 

All local judges contacted by phone 
Friday said they wanted to study the 
proposal more before making firm 
statements, but Vigo Superior Court 
Division I Judge Michael H. Eldred 


said he “would tend to disfavor” a 
return to direct, partisan election of 
higher court judges. 

Direct election would result in 
higher court judges’ beliefs being 
“brought more to light,” Eldred said. 
He added that it also would ''tend to 
politicize" the campaign and that the 
higher judges might be ‘‘running on 
certain issues’’ such as for or against 
capital punishment or abortion, 
which they are supposed to deal with 
on an unbiased basis. 

“TIl campaign on whether the peo- 
ple of this county think I did a good 
job or not," Eldred said, while more 
complete information about judicial 
candidates might not be central to 
statewide campaigns. 

Direct election also might make 
the higher judges more susceptible to 
popular whims of the moment and 
make for less judicial continuity, 
Eldred said. 

Vigo Circuit Judge Robert H. 


Brown also said there are both good 
and bad features to the proposal. He 
said he is undecided about the meas- 
ure. 

But Brown said all the higher court 
judges that so far have been ap- 
pointed “are good ones." And he 
added, “‘So far, I have seen fit to vote 
for retention of all of them." 

Vigo County Court Division IV 
Judge John C. Kite said much would 
depend on the details of the proposed 
new selection process. But a referen- 
dum on the matter, Kite said, would 
be “eminently democratic.” 

The appeals courts judges ap- 
parently have expressed no collective 
opinion, but Richard Givan, Supreme 
Court chief justice, earlier this year 
in his “State of the Judiciary" 
message said the judicial nominating 
commission ‘‘has been working very 
well,” according to the Supreme 
Court administrator's office.

is key reason many quit bench

Four former Indiana judges, who say many men and women quit the bench 
to make more money, addressed a legislative committee studying judicial 
compensation Tuesday in Indianapolis, arguing that many lawyers best suited 
for iudicial work don't want the job because of low salaries. 

But present Vigo County Circuit Judge Hugh McQuillan told The TRIBUNE 

‘today that he doesn't necessarily agree with his four former colleagues, 
although he does feel that cost of living adjustments should be made to jurists' 
salaries just as they should be made to all government employees. 

In Tuesday's testimony, former Vigo Circuit Judge C. Joseph Anderson, 

currently the Vigo County Democratic chairman, said that he is often 
approached by young attorneys interested in running for judicial seats. 
» The former Vigo County jurist said that attorneys willing to run for judge 
'usually have two to five years of experience and do not have the family 
'responsibilities which will cause them to look to private practice for more 
money: 

At this stage of their careers, the judge's pay may seem good, but after 
several years it won't be enough, he added. 

McQuillan, whose salary and that of the two superior court judges is 
currently set at $40,000 a year, admits that he's ‘‘a different kind of judge." 

McQuillan, who admits to being “‘financially independent," said the $40,000 
‘doesn’t look bad to me,” but added that he thinks the ''lack of fringes (fringe 
benefits) available in private industry" is something that could be added 
“rather cheaply” by the state in making the jurists’ positions more attractive. 

“Tf you look at a young guy who has to look forward to educating several 
kids, of course it's going to be a little tough," McQuillan said, ‘‘But I don't 
believe we should be raising salaries at the appellate and supreme court level 
to $75,000 like some judges are contending.” 

McQuillan also said that he's not so sure just how much more attorneys can 
and should be making in private practice and said he finds attorneys’ fees, such 
as m $400 for an uncontested divorce (which he says is “the going rate” ) hard 
to defend. 

The study group in Indianapolis was told that among the better lawyers who 
serve as judges, the tendency is to return to private practice just when they 
pre beginning to build the wisdom a jurist needs. 


Coincidentally, Judge Eugene N. Chipman of the Indiana Court of Appeals 
announced Tuesday he will step down Sept. 21 after three years on the court. 
Chipman said he wanted to go into private practice with his son ,but also noted 
his decision to quit was prompted in part by the legislature's treatment of a 
judges' pay bill this year. 

A proposed pay increase failed after a few senators insisted it be tied to 
another provision setting a ceiling on judicial pensions. 

“I finally came to the conclusion that my future — economic and otherwise 
— was not going to be controlled by a handful of legislators who want to 
bargain for things," Chipman said in an interview. 

McQuillan, who has had experience in both private practice and corporate 
law, was critical of the legislature, charging some members worked hard to 
stop judges from getting pay increases. 

Vigo County Court Judge John Kite, who presides over Div. 4, earns $33,000 
annually, as does his counterpart Judge Robert H. Brown. Kite says that in 
his 11 years of private practice 75 per cent of that time he earned substantially 
more than what he is now earning. 

“You might ask then, why did I run for this job?" Kite rhetorically asked. 
“Im sort of like Judge McQuillan, although I don't have quite as strong a 
financial base, I am financially fortunate enough to be able to get by. I needed 
a change of pace and felt the position would give me that." 

Kite, however, admits that since taking office some seven months ago he 
is beginning to feel the financial difference “in my checking and savings 
accounts” and feels he may have to re-evaluate his position in four or five 
years.” 

Kite said that Indiana ranks 50th out of 50 states in judicial compensation 
and concurs with his colleagues that while high pay.is no guarantee of better 
jurists, it would make the position more attractive. 

George B. Davis, who for 18 years was judge of Hancock Circuit Court, told 
the study committee in Indianapolis he suddenly realized he ‘‘wasn’t getting 
ahead in the financial world." 

He said he had accumulated only the benefits of the state's judicial pension 
system and felt “I better get started" to build up other financial means for 
his retirement years. 

The state has “ʻa limited supply of legal talent," Davis said. ‘‘The General

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A court administrator: do we need one?

‘Yes,’ says John O'Neal 

John O'Neal, Vigo County's court administrator since the 
office was established in 1976, resigned last month to move to a 
larger arena. He will be a clerk in the office of Federal District 
Judge James Noland. O'Neal is interested in court administra- 
tion and plans a career in the growing profession. 

So far, Vigo County's judges have not advertised for a re- 
placement for O'Neal. The position, for which there is statutory 
authority, is filled by a majority vote of the members of the five 
county courts, Circuit Judge Hugh McQuillan, Superior Judges 
Harold Bitzegaio and Charles McCrory, and County Court 
Judges Robert Brown and Herbert Gerdink. 

There have been disagreements over the office, which was 
organized after the uniform court system went into effect and as 
a direct result of that. Not long ago McCrory reportedly pulled 
out of the arrangement. However, he has only assumed the job 
of setting his cases for hearing. O'Neal's office still provides 
other management services for that court. 

County Clerk Lee Larrison (see separate item) thinks 
O'Neal's departure is a good time to close the office and save 
taxpayers the money it costs. O'Neal disagrees; he thinks Lar- 
rison is unaware of the details involved in running the courts, 
and therefore does not realize how essential the office is. 

The administrator's office performs many services for the 
courts. O'Neal has prepared a job description that spells out 
how the office operates presently and also cites added duties it 
should be performing. Included now are such varied chores as 
managing court libraries, preparing court reports, supervising 
court budgets, maintaining court records, dispersing money 
from the budget, accounting for revenue, obtaining and prepar- 
ing jurors, managing facilities and equipment. 

Important areas of court administration are not assigned to 
the administrator's office in Vigo County and O'Neal hopes that 
will change. 

The local administrator's office is not responsible for any 
personnel management and there are no descriptions of the 
various court positions. Each court has its own staff and oper- 
ates on a home basis rather than a need basis, O'Neal says. 

Most significantly, perhaps, in the present office, caseflow 
management is almost non-existent, although national stan- 
dards indicate that activity should occupy 50 to 75 percent of 
office attention. The court rule permitting attorneys to select 
their court in civil cases must be eliminated, O'Neal thinks. Until 
that happens, he points out there is no way to balance the court 


workload. 
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‘No,’ says Lee Larrison 


“We do not need a court adrhinistrator,” County Clerk Lee 


*"Larrison said recently after the current administrator, John 


O'Neal, announced his resignation. 

"The judges say they need him for their budgets and to 
schedule court cases for them," Larrison continued. “But I say if 
anyone is able to run for office and get elected, he should be 
smart enough to do that for himself. If he's not, he shouldn't be in 
office.

¿Æ "| wrote to Judge Richard Givan, Chief Justice of the 
Indiana Supreme Court, in August asking him to come over here 
and check our courts and their procedures and help get them 
straightened out. But he has not answered my letter yet," Lar- 
rison continued. 

In a letter dated Aug. 31, 1979, Larrison wrote Judge Givan 
that Vigo County has eliminated its Circuit Court and instead 
operates three Superior Courts, a Juvenile Court and two 
County Courts. He noted there is not a probate court as such. 
Larrison said that there are many court controversies and pub- 
lic confidence in the system is being undermined. 

He also wrote that, as clerk, he is told one thing one day and 
one thing another by various judges. He pointed out that since 
he is not an attorney, he can't interpret the laws, so his only 
recourse is to do as he's told by the judges. 

Larrison concluded his letter by asking Judge Givan to 
spend a day in Terre Haute and investigate the problems that 
are occurring in the court system. 

Judge Givan said that as soon as he received Larrison's let- 
ter, he called the local Circuit Judge, because he was alarmed 
at the possibility that the court had been eliminated. "The Cir- 
cuit Judge told me he had joined in a voluntary agreement, and | 
saw nothing wrong with that," Judge Givan said. 

"| plan to be in touch with Mr. Larrison," Judge Givan added. 
He noted that abolition of circuit court would have been a 
serious problem and his attention was directed first to that com- 
plaint in Larrison's letter. Larrison's other concerns may or may 
not fall within the Supreme Court's jurisdiction, Judge Givan 
explained. 

. Larrison, in his letter, expressed special concern over the 
fact that collecting fees for deferred prosecution had been 
handled by his office but has been removed and is being man- 
aged by non-bonded employees outside the Courthouse. Judge 
Givan said he did not believe his office has direct control over 
deferred prosecution matters. 


"Under Rule 1, the attorney now picks the judge who will 
handle the case," O'Neal explained. "That's forum-shopping, 
and | think it is vital to stop the practice." 

While plugging for a continuation of the office, O'Neal is 
also urging changes in its functions. He wants job descriptions 
adopted, staff assignments on a need basis, better relations 
with the county clerk's office and regular staff meetings. 

"Many petty jealousies exist which are creating unneces- 
Sary problems," he adds. "In my discussions with the staff 
regarding these problems | do believe there is a sincere desire 
to make this system work. The Court should consider appoint- 
ing committees of staff to address the problems of this system." 

O'Neal also has said that a spirit of cooperation must come 
from the judges, too. "The staff of the Courts in this County are 
very aware of personal animosities that exist between the 
Judges. This system will never work until the Judges engage in 
regular meetings to develop policies and then adhere to these 
policies and stop throwing back the parts they don't completely 
agree with," O'Neal has written in an analysis of the office. 

At press time, O'Neal's new job was about to start and it 
looked like his analysis of non-cooperation was accurate. A 
new administration was not in sight, and the judges may have to 
go back to paying their own bills and getting their own juries for 
awhile.
